Makysvitte, Dec. 24.—|By the Assos 
ciated Press.| The city is surrounded 
by water on all sides. Thousands of 
acres of grain are flooded.

It is 
feared that some weak point may be 
struck in the levees, or that the levees 
being so thoroughly soaked may give 
way. Many people removed their house- 
hold effects upstairs this afternoon. 

A levee on the Sutter county side 
broke last night, also the Rideont levee.

The city levees are considered to be 
able to stand seven more feet of water.

The river is rising 
stowly again tonight. 

THE STORM AROUND MEALDSBURG. 


Heatpsprre, Dec. 26.—The storm 
was disastrous in this locality. Many 
bridges are gone or damaged. Trees 
innumerable have» gone down. Hun- 
dreds of redwoods in adjoining forests 


have fallen. Eucalyptus trees were a 
failure before such a storm. [hn forty- 
eight hours 6.22 inches of rain fell, 
making L1l'‘¢ imches for the storm and 
25 inches for the season.

Larevo (Tex..) Dec. 26.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.| Considerable excite- 
ment was created here by the receipt 
ofatelegram from New Laredo, over 
the Mexican line, announcing that 
Lieut. West and his company of United 
States troops‘came upon a band of ban- 
dits encamped near Blazan Creek and 
killed one and wounded another. 
Further particulars are to the effect 
that the troops came upon. the 
camp first at nightfall Christmas 
evening. The bandits were ordered 
to surrender, but fied instead, deliver- 
ing a scattering volley as they ran for 
their horses. So far as it is known 
none of the troops were killed. The 
soldiers returned the fire, with the 
above result. It is not known how 
badly the bandits were wounded. The 
troops captured a large amount of arms 
and ammunition and a few horses after 
the fight. Owing to darkness, the trail 
could not be followed, and in the morn- 
ing it was found that the bandits had 
scattered in all directions. 

A letter has been received from San 

Ygnacio stating that on several occa- 

sions Mexican soldiers had crossed to 

that point, armed to the teeth, and 

compelled several of their brother sol- 

diers, survivors of the San Ygnacio 

fight, to return to Mexican soil with 

them, threatening them with instant 

death if they did not return to Mexico.

That good family man, the editor of 
the New York Morning Advertiser, 
looks into the future and sees the time 
comparatively near when housewives 
shall have to merely connect a circuit 
from their bedrooms, and electricity ia 
the kitchen will get breakfast in the 
morning. The housewife’s joy and re- 
liet, however, will be nothing to that of 
the shivering wretch who inhabits the 
alleged steam-heated flat in a city. 

The Advertiser says: 

‘The coal barons are confronted by a 
problem which may become serious to 
them in the invasion - of their bailiwick 
by electricity. It has been thought 
that natural gas was the cheapest and 
most perfect fuel for household use, but 
ifthe estimates of our electricians are 
not at fault—and so far they have not 
been caught tripping—the subtle cur- 
rent carried by the wire will soon rele- 
gate gas, as well as coal, to the coarser 
use Of the shop, locomotive and steam- 
ship. 

‘‘We are soberly told that in cooking 
or in heating the house the time is rap- 
idly .approaching when we will have 
merely to press the button and electric- 
without smoke 
or ashes, dust or dirt, or worry or trou- 
ble of any sort. 

“This is not all a mere promise for 
the future, remember. Cooking uten- 
sils are now manufactured daily to each 
of which is attached the resistance or 
heating coil as a part of the pot or pan 
or broiler. When placed in any con- 
venient place where connection with 
the currentcan be had—presto! your 
dinner is boiling and stewing and bgR- 
ing as by the touch of the magici#f's 
wand. 

‘‘And all.of this to cost a very small 
amount of money, comparatively speak- 
ing. Leaving out of view the expense 
of the fittings, it is estimated that 
ninety meals can be cooked by electric- 
ity at an expense of $6.57, while for 
house heating four machines, each do- 
ing the work of an ordinary stove, can 
be maintained at a monthly cost of 
about $6.40, making a bill of only 
about $12 per month: for the cooking 
and heating for a family of ordinary

WON BY. STANFORD. 


Result of the Football Match at 
Athletic Park. 


The Visitors Victorious by the Over- 
whelming Score of 68 to 0. 


- Thousand Spectators. 


One of the Most Exciting Sporting Events 
in the History of the City—Some of 
the Features of the 

Game, 


No more convincing proof of the won- 
derful growth of local interest in out- 
door sport could possibly have been ad- 
duced than that established by the at- 
tendance at Athletic Park yesterday 
afternoon, on the occasion of the foot- 
ball match between the Stanford Uni- 
versity and Los Angeles Athletic Club 
teams, which resulted in an overwhelm- 
ing victory for the visitors by a score 
of 68 to O. 

That the event had been looked for- 
ward to for somé weeks past with un- 
usual excitement by a large number of 
enthusiasts was generally known; but 
that it would draw so large a crowd 
as that which assembled on the grounds 
yesterday had never been predicted 


“Watch him, Tige!”* 


by even the most sanguine of those in- 
terested in its success. Even the ele- 
mentsseemed to have contracted the 
contagion of enthusiasm, for depressing 
as the weather had been for. several 
days past, everything was transformed 
yesterday morning, and the sun shone 
upon ithe damp ground from an un- 
clouded sky with such vigor as to im- 
press one with the idea that it was 
eagerto make up for the time it had 
lost. The result was that at midday 
the streets were thronged with gaily- 
dressed ladies and excited youths, who 
displayed crimson and orange colored 
ribbons and favors, according to their 
respective partisanship for the com- 
peting teams. A very large number of 
enthusiasts wore both colors before the 
game, but as the crowd left the grounds 
it was noticeable that the adherents of 
the victorious team were ‘na very de- 
cided majority, as most of the orange 
colored ribbon had been discarded in 
favor of the red. 

From noon until 2:80 o'clock a gen- 
eral exodus appeared to be under way 
from the corner of Secoad and Spring 
streets, as a continuous stream of 
people jostled each other in their ef- 
forts to board already overloaded trains 
of electric cars, upon the front of 
which was displayed the simple an- 
nouncement: ‘‘This car to the football 
game.’’ In addition to these plebeian 
conveyances, the main streets were 
crowded with equipages of every de- 
scription, from swell four-in-hand 
turnouts to dingy - looking express 
wagons, but each and all were loaded 
with happy human freight of both 
sexes, and were headed in the same di- 
rection. It was a good-natured crowd, 
but as noisy as that which paraded the 
streets upon the night of November 4 


Interference: on a run with the ball, 


last; and, in fact, the self-same instru- 
ments of torture which had been util- 
ized on that occasion, seemed to have 
been resurrected for this one, judging 
from the general result attained. 

The scene at the Athletic Park was 
an unusually brilliant one. Fully 6000 
people passed into the enclosure, of 
whom at least one-third were of the 
fairer sex. Of this number about four 
thousand secured seats in the grand 
stand and bleachers; six hundred, more 
or less, were in vehicles, and’ the re- 
mainder were strung out in lines 
two and three deep on. either 
side of the battle-ground, from which 
acordon of policemen vainly endeay- 
ored to keep them back. Although few 
of the large crowd present were famil- 
iar with the intricacies of the yame, 
very few of the many brilliant plays 
made during the afternoon escaped ob- 
servation, and those who went armed 
with horns and tin-pans with which to 
encourage the local team’soon joined in 
the noise created by the adherents of 
the visitors, partisanship being entirely 
forgotten in the general excitement 
which prevailed. 

lt was of course conceded, before the 
game commenced, thatthe local team 
would have to play an uphill game, for 
the simple reason that its members be- 
ing young business men had had very 
few opportunities to practice, and were 
naturally notin the best of condition, 
while their younger opponents were not 


through a systematic course of coach- 
ing by anexpert of national renown, 
and had played together for some time 
ast. 
' It fell, however, somewhat in the na- 
ture of a surprise upon the majority of 
the spectators when the visitors took 
the ball whenever and wherever they 
wanted and carried the local men be- 
fore them in their rushes as a gust of 
wind sweeps the dead leaves in the fall. 
The local boys showed a’ lamentable ig- 
norance of team tactics, and at times 
appeared to be absolutely unable to 
grasp the situation when their oppo- 
nents worked in unison. Individually, 
the local men were equal to almost any 
émergency, but as a team they were 
completely and hopelessly outclassed, 
and that is the secret of their lamenta- 
bly poor showing. 
The rival teams arrived on the 
grounds in tally-hoes, profusely deco- 


rated with their respective colors,

only trained athletes, but had been put. 


shortly before 2 o’clock, and their ap 
pearance was greeted with rousing 
cheers and the tooting of hundreds of 
horns by the men, and waving of flags 
and handkerchiefs by the ladies. Very 
little time was wasted in preliminary 
practice, but it was long enough to in- 
dicate the true state of affairs to the in- 
itiated. 

Game was called at 2:15 o’clock, and, 
amid a hush of breathless expectation, 
the Stanford captain won the, toss and 
took the ball.

At the signal Stanford started off 
with the flying wedge and gained 
twelve yards. C. Downing went »-round 
the left end for twenty-five yards more, 
and after an ineffectual resistance on 
the part of the local team, the ball was 
forced down into the latter’s territory 
and a touchdown scored four and one- 
half minutes from the call of time, 
Kennedy kicked the sphere with ad- 
mirable judgment, and the game stood 
6 points to Oin favor of the visitors, 
who were greeted effusively. 

Athletics’ ball—The local team gained 
fifteen yards with a wedge, and two 
more on a rush, but lost the ball on a 
furr ble. 

Stanfords’ ball—P. Downing went 
around the left end for twenty yards, 
and gained eleven more by two effect- 
ive rushes. Harrelson, aided by inter- 
ference, then made a splendid run of 
twenty-five yards, but was tackled by 
Keller. The ball and local team were 
again carried down the field and inside 
of seven minutes another touchdown 
was made, followed by a goal kicked by 
Kennedy.

‘damp ground in the middle of the tield. 
The local men were especially used up, 
their lack of training telling upon them 
with painful effect. Beyond one or two 
trifling bruises, however, all had es- 
caped injury so far. 

The second half wascalled at 3:10 
o’clock, Kellar leading off with a thirty~ 
yard kick, right into Kennedy’s hands. 
The latter returned the compliment by 
sending the sphere back for thirty-five 
yards into McDonald’s arms.

THE LAW AND THE LADIES. 


To Be No More Legislative Clerkships for 
Women. 
[San Francisco Bulletin.] 

There is weeping and wailing among 
the fair daughters of California, all at- 
tributable to an act passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. It seems 
that at all previous sessions of the Legis- 
lature it has been the custom to appoint 
a certain number ofenrolling and en- 
grossing clerks, the number depending 
on the generosity of the solons. These 
clerkships were invariably allotted to 
the most charming and fascinating of 
the daughters of Eve. Such was the 
state of affairs up to the time of the ad- 
journment of the last Legislature, but 
now, alas, these clerkships are of the 
past. It appears that during the 
session last held at Sacramento some 
sapient legislator not having the fury 
of a woman scorned before his eyes 
bobbed up serenely in his seat one 
morning and introduced a bill fraught 
with the most dire results to the sex. 
The bill reached a third reading in the 
Senate and passed without a dissenting 
voice. The gentlemen of the Assembly 
were more chivalric than their confre- 
res of the Senate, for twenty-one of 
them opposed the measure, but forty- 
three votes in favor decided the issue, 
and Gov. Markham put a climax on the 
affair by his approval on March 81, 
1891.

How to «Smash the Tariff.’’ 

The Chicago Herald is one of those 
Democratic papers that believes in 
downing the ‘‘robber tariff,*’ and down- 
ing itright away. It thinks the propo- 
sition for an extra session of Congress, 
to be held as late as September or Oc- 
tober, 1893, is not acceptabie. It 
would not answer ‘‘the popular demand 
for prompt and thorough legislation on 


box.’ Thatis what we have been tell- 
ing the triuraphant Democracy allalong, 
but somehow they seem disposed to dis- 
trust our advice. They are not in the 
smashing business so much as they, were 
before election. The Herald very cor- 
rectly says: 

The slow methods of organizing Con- 
gress and selecting the committees are 
such that at a late extra session little 
or nothing would de done before the 
time for the regular session in Decem- 
ber. Then the holidayscome, andthere 
would be no attempt at legislation until 
the beginning of 1894. Then no tariff 


bill could get through Congress until 
the days immediately preceding the 
Congressional elections of 1894. It is 


impossible to see for what reason any 
intelligent or honest Democrat should 
want to fight the Congressional battle 
of that year, as the Republicans fought 
the Congressional battle of 1890, on a 
tariff act that had not been in effect 
over thirty days. 

And if the next Congressional elec- 
tins come along and nothing has been 
done in the way of smashing, what are 
the Democratic orators going to say for 
themselves? How will they meet that 
simple and unsophisticated element of 
the party who believe that Watterson's 
plank in the last Chicago platform was 
sincere, and not a Were ruse? 
matter in which they cannot enter upon 
explanations. The question will be 
popped at them, ‘Is the Democratic 
party honest, or not?’’ And they must 
answer with a simple vea or nay, in 
strict accordance with the biblical in- 
junction. 

The Herald tells plainly how the new 
goverhment can meep faith with its con- 
stituency: 

The practical line of tariff legislation 
vis plainly indicated by the popular vote. 
The repeal of the McKinley tariff act is 
the first business which is required of 
Congress. .A bill of three lines reén- 
acting the tariff of 1883. or the pre- 
vious tariff of 1878, would accomplish 
rarily for which a 
Democratic Presif€nt and a Democratic 
Congress were elected. A prolonged 
special session is not necessary. Its 
work could be done in a week after the 
election of a speaker and the appoint- 


ment of two committees—that on rules 
and that on ways and means.

on the road to first principles, the path- 
way of the future would be clear. 
After that starting point for further 
progress ample time may be given for 
the preparation of a tariff bill on 
proper lines and consistent with the 
pledges made by the Democratic party 
tothe people.

| the details could await a reasonable 


lapse of time and the progress of 
events. 

The. difficulties of the situation are 
not overlooked by our sturdy contempo- 
rary, and the importance of not palter- 
ing with a good resolution are duly im- 
pressed: 

But‘delays are dangerous. All the 
possible appliances to influence legisla- 
tion will be there and will be in use. 
Every ‘‘business interest’’ will be re- 
presented in the lobby and on the floor. 
The appeals to withhold the knife from 
the ulcer for fear of killing the patient 
will be eloquent, pathetic and well-nigh 
irresistible. They will increase in 
power with the procrastination which 
may occur. They may become at last 
too strong for the integrity of Cofigres- 
sional virtue. The way of safety is the 
shortest way. The safest movement is 
that whichis most diligent and rapid. 
This is the lesson and is the instruction 
which Congress has received from the 
people. 

Now this is the kind of Democratic 
talk that bears the marks of sincerity, 
and we commend it to the consideration 
of those Democratic members of Con- 
gress who may be disposed to put their 
hands to the plow and look back. If 
they were honest in the late campaign 
they must ‘‘smash the tariff,’’ and.if, in 
doing so, they smash the Democratic 
party, why that is only the consequence 
of bad judgment. The country will 
probably survive the shock, and a good 
many people will have better sense 
next time. 


Oakland's Brand New Idea. 


The Republicans of Oakland have. 


adopted a novel plan for organizing 
their next city convention, to be held 
not later than January 15. The Cen- 
tral Committee has decided to select 
the names of 100 Republicans from 
each of the seven wards in the city. 
Separate slips bearing these names will 
be placed in a hat and therefrom seven 
will be drawn by chance. The seven 
men thus designated will be the dele- 
gates from that ward, and the conven - 
tion will thus be composed of fortv-nine 
delegates. This plandoes away with 
all the rigmarole of caucuses and pri- 


mary elections, and entirely forestalls- 


the fermation of slates in advance of 
the selection. Fred C. Campbell, chair- 
manof the City Central Committee, 
thus expressed himself to a reporter of 
a San Francisco paper: ‘That is the 
best plan that was ever given to the 
city. There can be ho wire pulling, no 
manipulating, no pulling and hauling. 
There will be no primaries of any kind, 
and the best men of the party will be 
selected. There can be no combina- 
tions, for no man will know that he is 
going to be a delegate until he is 
chosen. He will be able to do as his 
conscience dictates.’’ 

This may be true as to the organiza- 
tion, but we apprehend there.Will bea 
chance for the fine Italian hand of the 
committeeman to get in its work in 
making up the original list of one hun- 
dred from each ward. While this sys- 
tem may have some _ advantages 
over the caucus and primary now in 
vogue, we dotbt whether its disadvan- 
tages may not offset them entirely. 
The choice of delegates is taken en- 
tirely away from the voters of the 
party. They will have nothing more 
to say about the men who shall repre- 
sent them than they have to say about 
making upa jury. The selection lies 
between chance and the Central Com- 
mittee, and with these two ‘elements of 
uncertainty against, them, the voters 
of the party are vey liable to come 
out at the little end of the horn. The 
Oakland plan does not commend itself 
asastep toward a more thoroughly 
democratic system of government, but 
it is, in fact, astepin the opposite di- 
rection. }It is ngt apt to be adopted by 
other cities in’ the State, andis not 
likely to endure very long in Oakland. 
Mayor Hazard’s plan Of nominating 
delegates by direct vote beats cpat all 
hollow. 


The «<«Initiative’’ in Law-making. 

The ‘‘Initiative’’ is a plan for origi- 
nating laws, which is in vogue in the 
Swiss republic, and the Populites are 
now agitating forits adoption in the 
United States. There is common sense 
in the idea, and it woulf be a step to- 
ward a more complete democracy. Ac- 
cording to this system, whenever a cer- 
tain percentage of voters petition for 
any law the law must be submitted at 
anelection andthe matter.is decided 
by majority vote. If thus approved it 
must be approved by the Legislature 
and incorporated into the statutes. By 
this plan the people in effect become 
their own law-makers. 

The last Legislature of this State took 
a step in this direction by submitting to 
a vote of the people not only the pro- 
posed constitutional amendments which 
the law requires to be thus submitted, 
but also several propositions looking to 
future enactments. Before that we had 
the question of Chinese immigration 
submitted and voted uponin a purely 
abstract way. This system of voting 
on pending issues we think meets popu- 
lar approval. The votes on the propo- 
sitions submitted at the last State elec- 
tion showed that the people took an in- 
telligent interest in them, and had 
decided and discriminating opinions 
thereon. If the Initiative were intro- 
duced we would not be entirely depend- 
ent upon the Legislature to submit just 
what it might choose for popular arbi- 
trament, but reforms cSuld spring di- 
rectly from the people. If the Popu- 
lites advance no worse ‘‘fads’’ than this 
they will not be yery dangerous. 


THe Stockton Mail charges that the 
real cause of the San Francisco Exam- 
iner’s hostility to Stephen M. White is 
because on a certain memorable occa- 
sion, when Papa Hearst was before the 
Legislature for election as United 
States Senator, White dropped a mal- 
adroit objection to the plan of knocking 
the Senatorship dowh to the highest 
bidder.

CITY POLITICS, 


The Policy of the Incoming Ad- 
- Ministration. 


Democratic Officials Outlining Their 
Plan of Action. 


The Contest Over Coinellman an from 


the Fourth Ward. 


The Democratic Candidate’s Petition to 
Be Filed This Morning—The Com- 
plexion of the Commission— 

Chief Moore's Views. 


The rumors which have been rife for 
some time past, in fact, ever since the 
municipal election, speculative of the 
personnel and policy of the coming city 
administration, continue to multiply, 
although daily becoming more authori- 
tative. According to charter provis- 
ions, all of the officials will assume the 
positions to which they have been 
elected on the first Monday in January, 
or rather on the Tuesday following, as 
the date named this year falls upona 
legal holiday. 

John T. Gaffevy, Democratic Council- 
man from the Eighth Ward, has at- 
rived home from San Francisco, and 
immediately met in council with the 
other officers-elect of his political 
faith, supposedly to consult on general 
matters and prospect the line of action 
to be pursued. 

In the matter of the protest on the 
seat of the Councilman of the Fourth 
Ward, to which W. H. Rhodes was an- 
nounced as having been elected as op- 
posed to John Clanslor, J. Marion 
Brooks and R. J. Adcock, as attorneys 
for the later, will today file with the 
City Clerk the necessary papers con- 
tending that the returns did not bear 
out the result as announced, ahd tel 
other reasons set forth. 

The petition recites that: the’ 
showed John Chanslor to have 584 
votes, W. H. Rhodes 594 and Mr. Net- 
tleton 33. The grounds of contest as- 
signed inthe petition are that in the 
Twenty-sixth precinct contestant was 
returned as having 105 votes and Mr. 
Rhodes 145, whereas he had 120 to 
Rhodes’s 130. That in the Twenty- 
seventh precinct he was returned as 
having 84 votes and Mr. Rhodes 84, 
whereas he had 86 and Rhodes 82, an 
error being made in the tally of the 
votes as counted by the board of elec- 
tion. Thatin the Twenty-eighth ‘pre- 
cinct contestant is returned as having 
165 and Mr. Rhodes 148, ‘when the 
true wote was respectively 167 and 
146. That in Precinct Twenty-nine it 
was Chanslor 122, Rhodes 100, in- 
stead of 121 to 101 as returned. That 
in the Thirtieth precinct it was 
112 for Chanslor and 113 for Rhodes, 
instead of 109 to 116 as returned 
by mistake. Also that in the 
thirtieth precinct the polls were not 
open till 8:30 a.m., after a number of 


‘legal and qualified voters had been to 
the polls and demanded the right to 


vote; that few persons were thus de- 
nied the privilege of voting at the hour 
the polls should have been open. Con- 
testant claims these persons would have 
voted for him and not for the re- 
spondent. That in said Fourth Ward 
1211 persons were returned as having 
voted for Councilman, whereas 1266 
votes were cast, leaving a shortage of 
fifty-five. Contestant further alleges 
that thirty-five of the fifty-five votes 
were cast for him, and that he has 
majority of all the votes cast in th 
ward. 

They therefore ask that the certificate 
of election issued to W. H. Rhodes be 
set aside, and a decision be rendered in 
favor of the contestant. 

Much interest is felt in the complex- 
jon of the several commissions, espe- 
cially the police and fire. The general 
impression is that Chief.Glass will be 
retained in his present position, but 
Chief Moore’s position is decidedly pre- 
carious, owing to the opposition of Mr. 
Strohm, who has openly announced 
that, so far as he was concerned, there 
must bea-change in the heads of the 
fire department. Mr. Moore was seen 
yesterday, and when asked what he had 
to say about the matter, replied: 

As secretary and member of the board of 
freeholders which framed the present city 
charter. Idraughted the sections relating 
tothe police and fire,departments. The 
intentions of the freeholders were to re- 
move these departments out of politics, and 
all appointments made by the commission- 
ers should be permanent and removals to 
be made only upon charges preferred and 
sustained. The first Council elected under 
the new charter was unanimously Republi- 
can, and therefore no Democrats were con- 
sulted. The next Council was composed of 
six Republicans, one more than the present 
Council, and three Democrats; and they, 
recognizing the -intention of the charter, 
organized these commissions consistent 
with the spirit of the charter. 

The members of the present Fire Com- 
mission were elected by having their names 
presented with others ata meeting of the 
entire Council, the successful Democratic 
members of the commission receiving 9 and 
8 votes respectively, the Republican mem- 


bers receiving 8 and 5 votes re- 
spectively, the one receiving 5 votes 
being elected by the votes of three 


Republican and two Democratic members 
of the Council. The commission, so se- 
lected, met, and I was selected Chief Engi- 
neer by receiving the votes of two Republi- 
cans andone Democratic member of the 
board, being a majority thereof. 

The commission mapped out the policy of 
the department on a non-political basis and 
instructed me accordingly. -All appoint- 
ments have been made without regard to 
politics, and all permanent positions have 
been filled trom the ranks of callmen, and 
only their physique and efficiency consid. 
ered, thus rewarding good service and in- 
spiring the callmen to be ambitious. 

i have been ably assisted by the Mayor 
and an earnest and intelligent commission 
who labored for the improvement of this 
important branch of our municipality. We 
have added three new companies to the de- 
partment, furnished new and improved 
fire-fighting appliances and equipments, 
improved the personnel and discipline of 
the department, so that today it has a na- 
tional reputation for completeness and ef- 
fective work secondto none in America, 
andif those interested will, and I invite 
them, inspect the department and compare 
ittothatof my predecessor, they will be 
enlightened at ,the remarkable change 
for the better. 

The taxpayers, property-owners and in- 
surance people have felt, during our ad- 
ministration, that they were safe and se- 
cure in their lives and properties, and when 
the fire alarm was given the department 
would respond promptly and the fire be ex- 
tinguised thoroughly and with but little 
damage other than that caused by the fire. 
whether it be in a six-story sky-scraper or 
in a one-story shed. The representative of 
the Pacific Insurance Union tells me that 
during my administration the rates have 
been reduced in Los Angeles lower than 
any other city of its,size and construction 
in the United States, and all owing to the 
good reputation of the fire department. 

The members of the glepartment are ac. 
tive, intelligent, well-behaved and neatly 
uniformed American citizens, the appar- 
atus Al and the housesin good condition.

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Discussing the Desirability of 
Legalized Pooling. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Seeking Opinions, 


Railroad Officials All Want a Repeal 


The Pullman Palace Oar People Want to 
Enforce a Jay Gould Contract— 
Some General Notes— 

 _Rallroad Mention, 


Some time ago the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission sent out to railroad 
Managers, commissioners of bureaus 
and commercial organizations letters 
asking for opinions on the law and the 
proposed amendment legalizing pool- 
ing. The Kansas City Transportation 
Bureau received one of these letters, 
and after considerable discussion among 
the members it was found that the bu- 
reau could not ‘entirely agree, and the 
Star says thata reply will be made to 
the commission ina few days, but just 
what it will be has not been given out 
directly, and Commissioner Vanlanding- 
ham, in discussing the question, said: 

‘‘The interstate commerce law should 
be amended at an early date so as to 
strengthen it, forthe decisions of the 
courts have shown its extreme weak; 
ness. I do not remember a _ single 
clause that has stood the test in court 
where vigorously fought. There are 
now few clauses left intact. 

“Ata recent meeting of this bureau 
we discussed the proposed amendments 
to the law, and there were about as 
many different opinions on the subject 
as there were members of the bitreau. 

‘‘Many of our members, as well as 
many railroad men, favor the repeal of 
theentire law. The majority, how- 
ever, favor it amended so as to 
strengthen it and give the commission 
authority tocarry out its provisions, 
believing that its general effect has 
been beneficial. 

“In my opinion the most injurious 
section to allinterests is the fourth— 
the longand short haul clause. It has 
prevented long lines from competing 
for business they would otherwise have. 
been glad to haul, thus reducing com- 
petition at points where money had 
been invested by the public to bring 
new lines into them, the business a* 
such junctions being not great enough 
to induce the long lines to reduce the 
intermediate rates; hence the inter- 
mediate towns were not benefited by 
the law, and long roads prevented from 
hauling business they might have hauled 
at a smal! revenue. 

‘‘The principal question to be consid- 
ered in the matter of rates is the rate 
charged competitive points 6n similar 
articles. It is of no interest to the 
Kansas City grain man what the Omaha 
grocer pays on sugar, but He is inter- 
ested in the rate both from and to 
Omaha on grain, asa charge of a few 
cents per huntired may shut it out from 
his trade. This is a question not af- 
fected by the long and short haul clause, 
biit by competition between commer- 
cial centers. The same rule applies to 
a greater extent on competition be- 
tween shippers and manufacturers of 
all classes. A few cents difference to 


a rival city means the diversion of busi-. 


ness to that pont. 

“The fifth section, or anti-polling sec- 
tion, has proved inoperative, and the 
railroads are urging not only its repeal, 
but the substitution of a section legal- 
izing pooling contracts between them. 
Many of our members are very much op- 
posed to the repeal of this section, but 
all of them are opposed to the proposed 
reversal of it. 

do not believe its repeal, placing 
questions of pools on its merits; as it 


stood before the adoption of the law, 


would injure the public, and it might 
enable the railroads to make stronger 
agreements for the maintenance of 
rates than they seem to be able to do 
now. 

“The trouble with most pools is the 
opportunity for discrimination on terri- 
tory left out. It is possible a pool for 
the maintenance of reasonable rates 
relatively adjusted for the protection of 
all interests could be formed, but the 
best evidence that it is very difficult to 
- dosois the fact that such a one never 

has been formed, at least not in this 
territory. 

‘If one is formed that favors protec- 
tion to all interests, I do not believe 
the railroads will meet with any difii- 
culty in carrying out its provisions. 
Should they, however, form an agree- 
ment that does not offer us the protec- 
tion our natural position gives usa 
right to expect, or form one that has a 
tendency to,force business away from 
us, we will find means to protect our- 
selves, even though the fifth section 
should be repealed or amended, as pro- 
posed. 

‘Knowing this to be true, and from 
the fact that most of the railroads pass- 
ing through or terminating at Kansas 
City are friendly to us, 1 do not think 
we need fear any form of agreement 
between them that will injure us inthe 
end. 

‘“Thope the penalty clause against 
both shipper and railroad agents, as it 
now stands in the law, will be repealed, 
andin lieuthereof a_ penalty inthe 
way ofa fine will be assessed against 
the railroad. company that Violates the 
law. There will then be no difhcuhy 
getting evidence, and violations will be 
reduced to a minimym.”’ 

SCRAP HEAP, ' 

Officials of Eastern lines are not much 
discouraged over the apparent failure 
oftheir freight pool. They acknow!l- 
edge it has not yet removed cut rates, 
nor did they think it would until the 
plan had been tried a month or two. 
Existing cut rates, they declare, are a 
relic of the old regimé and will soon be 
discontinued, 

The Pullman Palace Car Company’s 
suit against the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas was begun in the United States 
Circuit Court this morning and has oc- 
cupied all day. The Pullman company 
claimsto have made a contract with 

‘Jay Gould, when he was president of 
the road, for the use of the Pullman cars 
exclusively on the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas system, and alleges that this con- 
tract does not expire for nine years. 
The claim is thatthe road is about to 
discard Pullman's and use Wagner cars. 
The railroad claims that the contract 
with the Pullman company was an- 
nulled when the road went into the re- 
ceiver’s hands in November, 1888.

This, 
however, would not bar me from also tak- 
ing hold at your place, providing, however, 
that satisfactory arrangements for location 
of building could be made and the prospect 
of getting sufficient green lemons at justt- 
fiable prices be assured. Ata rough esti- 
mate, about how many boxes might a per- 
son get within three or four miles of Pasa- 
dena by either buying them delivered and 
getting them in season, and at about how 
much less per box could the green fruit be 
bought than the cured is worth in the mar- 
ket.” 

Here are a few practical questions as ked 
by a practical man, who evidently means 
business. Answers will be gladly received 
from any persons who may be able to fur- 
nish reliable information. It is not un- 
likely that this may.prove the stepping 
stone to the establishment of another im- 
portant industry in Pasadena.

POMONA. 


Condition of the Orange Crop—The Olive 

Industry. 

The TIMES correspondent has interviewed 
a score or more of the most extensive and 
experienced orange-growers in Pomona 
Valley upon the condition of the crop now 
coming to full fruition. The unanimous 
opinion is that the yield is the largest, tree 
for tree, ever known in this section, and 
the prices now freely offered for the fruit 
are larger than have been known this early 
in the season since the winter of 1887-88. 
The crop all over this valley is in first-class 
condition, and the trees are bending low 
under the great weight of golden fruif. 
The lumber dealers have been busy for 
weeks turnishing props for the laden trees, 
to the orchardists. Thus far this season 
the weather has been just right for the 
production of the finest specimens of citrus 
fruit we have ever had. The cool nights 
have checked the rapid maturity of the 
oranges and brought them more slowly toa 
ripening. 

There has not been so good and solid a 
movement in acreage property in Pomona 
as this season in several years. So far as 
can be learned, every piece of land that has 
been bought lately has been for immediate 
improvement for a home or orchard for 
the buyer. The railroad agents in Pomona 
report a great many arrivals from the 
East. 

Every individual money-loaner in Po- 
mona says that 8 per cent. interest per 
annum is the highest rate he has been able 
to secure on first-class securitv for nearly 
ayear. The days of high interest rates 
are over in Pomona. It speaks well for 
the financial reputation and business out- 
look to have lower interest rates. - 

Pomona has already had more than half 
as much as all the rainfall for last winter. 
The grain-growers say the rains have come 
just right forthem. They look forward to 
a prosperous season for wheat, alfalfa and 
barley. 

Over five thousand acres of Chino land 
are being prepared for planting to sugar 
beets. Pomona people go almost daily to 
see the mammoth steam plow tearing up 
the soil. 

The San Francisco Chronicle says that 
Pomona is the most important locality in 
the world forthe growing of voung olive 
trees for planting in orchards. This is an 
industry of seven or eight years in Po- 
mona, and so profitable has it become that 
several very large olive nurseries have 
been established here, and dozens of men 
and women have gone to growing olive 
nursery stock on a small scale. Last year 
there were grown and sold in Pomona about 
four hundred thousand olive trees. They 
went all over Calitornia. This season the 
quantity of young olive trees has increased 
to 600,000. The production of olives is in. 
creasing rapidly and the demand for olive 
trees from the nursery is heavier and 
larger than ever this season. The income 
from the sales of Pomona olive tree stock 
ought to be about seventy thousand dollars. 

The Progress urges the paving of Second 
street, and the sentiment in favor of this 
important iniprovement seems to be fast 
gaining ground. The only question now is 
as to the kind of paving to be done.

Sensational Developments Expected at 
the Inquest—-Riverside Orange Grow- 
ers in Conference—A Newsy 
Budget from Redlands. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The assassination of the hackman, Paul 
Powers, was the general topic of conversa- 
tion yesterday. As near as can be learned, 
the following are the particulars: 

A littleafter midnight on Saturday night, 
as Powers was returning from one of the 
bagnios inthe vicinity of First street, sit- 
ting upon the seat of his carriage, some 
one climbed stealthily upon the rear spring 
of the vehicle, and, taking deliberate aim. 
fired a shot which resulted in cold-blooded 
murder. The ball from the weapon, appar- 
ently a 38 or 42-calibre revolver, passed 
through the right shoulder-blade of the vic- 
tim, pierced the body, grazed the heart and 
coming out near the left breast sped on up 
the street, where it was found next morn- 
ing near the curb half a block away. The 
dead body of the driver rolled off the seatinto 
the street about sixty feet beyond, and the 
hack passed on without striking the lifeless 
form of its former owner. The horses 
started torun, but one of the three occu- 
pants of the carriage climbed upon the box 
and stopped them about a block beyond, 
and hitched them to a telegraph pole. 

The report of the pistol aroused the peo- 
ple of the neighborhood from their slum- 
bers, andthe body of the murdered man 
was found upon E street not fa? from Sec- 
ond. Soon there was quite a group of peo- 
ple assembled, and the Marshal and Coro- 
ner were summoned. Who isthe murderer 
and why the deed was done are still un- 
solved mysteries. There seems to be no 
clue as to who should commit the cowardly 
crime, but rumor suggests thatit may have 
been done because of some one or more of 
the number of unsavory affairs in 
which his mame has been associated 
in connection with several women and 
a suicide, Two of the young men who 
were with the body when it was first 
discovered by those ,who gave the alarm 
and one other weré arrested, but stbse- 
quently released. It is expected that there 
will be sensational developments, as the 
hackmen of this city have found their prin- 
cipal source of revenue to be derived from 
the occupants of these houses of ill-repute 
and their patrons.
